Please  tell  us  in  first  word  of  telegram,  how 
shipment  is  to  be  made  “MAIL,  EXPRESS  or  FREIGHT” — thus 
“MAIL  DACE  CALM  DAD  CAMP,”  would  read— “Mail  at  once  three 
pounds  Early  Jersey  Wakefield  Cabbage  Four  pounds  Large  Late 
Drumhead  Cabbage.”  “EXPRESS  DAINTY  LABAN  FREIGHT  DE¬ 
COY  BALL,”  would  mean  “Express  at  once  ten  pounds  Early  Curled 
Simpson  Lettuce  Freight  Six  Hundred  pounds  Burpee’s  Stringless 
Green  Pod  Beans.”
